Summary of purpose and/or changes:  
Legislative Bill 509 would create the Scholarship Trust Fund.  An intent would be stated for a 
one-time appropriation to the Fund of $50 million.  Scholarship would be awarded for students 
participating in an educational program of need in a state public college or university.  An 
educational program of need would be defined as an area of instruction  
that would benefit the state of Nebraska by increasing the skilled workforce in the area.  The 
scholarships would be awarded from interest earned on the principal.  Interest not used for 
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scholarships would be added back to the principal, with money in the fund invested by the state 
investment officer.  The Coordinating Commission for Postsecondary Education would set the 
criteria and standards, including a requirement for scholarship recipients to work in an area of 
need for a period of time equivalent to the scholarship award period.  An area of need would be 
defined as a geographical area that lacks a skilled workforce in a particular educational program 
of need.
